A plan for providing Antioch with ( 
night police protection was partially 
worked out at a special meeting of 
the village board al which a commit- 
tee of the Antioch Lions club appear- 
ed last night. 

Described by Trustee Winsor Dal- 
gaard as a very interesting and con- 
structive meeting, the session was 
productive in that a basis for future I 
consideration of the problem was 
reached. 

Roman Vos, chairman of the Lions 
committee and spokesman pointed 
out the desirability of night police 
protection in a short talk after the 
meeting opened, and he was followed 
by John Dupre, who asked whether 
or not the members of the village 
board were in favor of going ahead 
with soma sort of plan. On being as- 
sured that the board was In favor of 
the move If money could bo ar- 
ranged for to take care of the costs. 
Dupre said that he was certain that 
some method of financing could be 
worked out, 

Bruno Manzardo, a third member 
of the committee, suggested that the 
old idea of a lax on business houses, 
considered by the board some time 
ago be brought up for consideration 
again. This plan was not favored by 
members of the board for the reason 
that certain businesses can not be 
taxed in this way and it was thought 
to be unfair. Manzardo countered 
with the suggestion that business men 
be canvassed for voluntary contribu- 
tions, and expressed the view that 
most business men of the community 
would be glad to help pay for night 
fire and police protection. 

Members of the commtltce then re- 
vealed that the Lions club would pro- 
vide a completely equipped squad 
car at no cost to the village, if other 
difficulties could be worked out. 
Trustee Arthur Rose nf eld t said that 
at present only about $100 monthly 
would be available from the parking 
meter fund, but that when the meters 
are fully paid for, perhaps by next 
August, and certainly by January 
1949, that the income would be suf- 
ficient to cover the cost. 

Members of the Lions club com- 
mittee were optimistic as to the re- 
sults of a canvass of business men, 
with a view to helping pay for the 
move, especially since the burden 
would be taken up by the village after 
one year, according to present tenta- 
tive plans. 

The meeting was presided over by 
Trustee W. I. Scott, in the absence 
of Village President George B. Bart- 
lett. Sickness prevented the attend- 
ance of Trustee James Maplcthorpc. 
The Lions club was represented by 
Roman B. Vos, John Dupre, Bruno 
Manzardo, Rudy Eekert and Jas, Mc- 
Millen. Five other members of the 
committee did not attend.

Icy conditions on the roads caus- 
ing automobile accidents, fires and 
other accidents have kept members 
of the Antioch Rescue Squad ex- 
tremely busy during the past week, 
with six calls being answered since 
last Thursday. 

Three calls were answered on last 
Saturday, the first of which was put 
in at 1:15 when a car driven by II. 
Colburn, of Chicago, struck a milk 
truck about 2 miles south of Lake 
Villa. Ills wife who was in the car 
was mortally injured and died later in 
the night at St. * Thcrcsc hospital 
where she was taken after first aid 
by the squad. A second call on Sat- 
urday summoned the squad to the 
scene of a fire at Channel Lake. At 
8:15 p. m. the squadmenwent to the 
intersection of route 21 and the Soo 
Line track overpass near Lake Villa 
where icy conditions of the road had 
caused an automobile acident Involv- 
ing five cars. None of the occupants 
of the cars were injured, the only 
damage being to the cars. 

On Monday the squad was summon- 
ed to the home of Mrs. M. O'Niel, ! 
Millburn road. She had fallen on the 
ice and sustained a serious back in- 
jury. She was taken 'to a Waukegan 
hospital.

The squad was called this morning" 
at about 10 a. m. to the Standard Oil 
bulk station where Manager ;Dudley 
Kennedy had fallen from a tank car 
and received an injury to his left 
foot. Dr. D. N. Deering was summon- 
ed to the scene and X-rays disclosed ' 
that while no bones were broken, 
there was a dislocation of three 
bones. Kennedy was taken to a Wau- 
kegan hospital for anasthesia and re- 
location of the bones.

The avowed purpose of socialism is to equitably 
distribute a nation's wealth. What it actually does is to

His reason for making so 
long and difficult a move Is stated in this paragraph: 
"England today is no place for young people such a* 
mine, who are ambitious. The days of private enter- 
prise over here are numbered. Frustration and incrtii 
have come in with a rush, and everyone emulates Mr, 
Micawber, jusfwaiting for something :o turn up.* T\ 
is a sorry picture, and not all due to the war. We sha'.l 
be glad to pull out.'*

"Hospital authorities have proven 
to us,'» said Mrs. Van Patten, "that 
often if a veteran asthmatic could af- 
ford the initial cost of vaponefrln 
vaporizer and medication, that his 
hospital bed could be vacated, and he 
could return to family life. Through 
arrangements with druggists belong- 
ing to the Chicago Retail Druggists 
Post of The American Legion, who 
have handled our insulin supply for 
us for 10 years, we have been able 
to arrange the mechanics of furnish- 
ing vaponefrln to our veterans." 

Any Illinois man or woman veteran 
suffering from asthma, who cannot 
afford to purchase this Veteran Ad- 
ministration approved relief for him- 
self, can make application through 
the Director of Hospital Services, 
American Legion Auxiliary, 35 East 
Wackcr Drive, Chicago 1, Illinois, or 
make inquiries through Mrs. Walter 
K. Hills, Unit Rehabilitation Chair- 
man. If the patient Is hospitalized he 
may apply through the Social Service 
Department of The American Legion 
Liaison Officer. In homebound cases, 
the local American Legion Post Ser- 
vice Officer or Auxiliary President 
will certify that he needs and is 
worthy of Auxiliary aid. The same 
procedure is applicable for receiving 
insulin.
